Wilkinson, and Grist, the 
other side being S, Latif Husnin, 
merchant, Wyndham:Strect, re- 
presented ‘by Mr. PF. C. Jenkin, 
instructed ‘by Mr. 'H. J. Armstrong, 
of Messrs. Dencons. 


Terms of Contract, 


In opening, Mr, Potter referred 
toa contract between the parties, 
of May 4, 1929, for a supply by 
Husain to Hang Shun of low 
volatile conl, By two letters, 
which passed between the parties 
on June 1 and 7%, 1929, some of 
the terms of the contract were 
varied, Under a clause of the 
contrat, it was agreed that if any 
disputes arose they were to be 
referred to two Arbitrators, one 
to be appointed by ench side, and, 
in the event of their disagreeing, 
nn umpire was to be appointed by 
the arbitrators, 

A dispute arose. this being a 
claim by Hang Shun for damages 
for alleged breach of contract to 
supply hitch volatile con) urtder 
the contract of May 4, as varied by 
the two letters.

Potter explained, it was that 
award which was béing — at- 
tucked, It was alleged, 
mainly, that Mr. Shields had com- 
mitted legal misconduct, as he had 
gone outside his jurisdiction, while 
there were errors of law which ap- 
peared on the fact of the award.

Dr, Gastaud repnid the money 
borrowed, and enrly on July .23 
signified to Lady Owen that all 
was. over between them. Lady 
Owen went out, bought another 
pistol, practised with it.at the 
armourer’s, drank two glasses of 
strong stimulant, drove in a taxi 
down to Marly, and shot Madame 
Gastaud, who came into the garden 
to meet her. * : 


Lady Owen's Defence. 


The facts are not disputed, Lady, 
Owen's defence is that she meant 
to kINl ‘hersolf at Madume Gas- 
taud’s feet, but lost her head and 
fired in the wrong direction. ;

The mishap occurred on Thursday afternoon, dur-

ship, the Hakuko Maru, found the wreck after a long

THE PROVISIONAL 
CONSTITUTION. 


It is an ireny that the draft of 
the Provisional Constitution — for 
the government of China during 
the period of Tutelage should be 
presented to the People's Conven- 
tion in the absence of the distin- 
guished lawyer who presided over 
its drafting. We tuke Dr. Wang 
Ching-hui'’s attitude to be that he 
is convert to the view of Marshal 
Chiang and other members of the 
Government. that the autocracy of 
the Party must Immediately be 
modified by a rule of law, to which 
even the Government must give al- 
legiance: but that he feels that 
the arrest by the hend of — the 
Government of Mr. Hu Han-min is 
to deny in advance all that the pro- 
posed Constitution stands for. He 
would presumably have fought the 
matter out in fair debate in the 
Government, and possibly, in view 
of the unalterable opposition of Mr. 
Mu Tan-min, have allowed the lat- 
ter to resign. Rut he will not 
countenance the detention of Mr. 
Hu, and the refusal to allow him to 
advocate his own views. 

If we rightly interpret Dr. Wang's 
attitude we ennnot but fully sym- 
pathise with it. , In effect it means 
that both Marshal Chiang and Mr. 
Hu are wrong. = The Marshal has 
acted with an “arbitrariness that 
augurs ill for the new relgn of law. 
Mr. Hu stands for a literal inter- 
pretation of the wishes of the Foun- 
der which does not accord with the 
progress of the Revolution at this 
point.” It may well be also that 
Mr. Hu’s’ opposition fo the Con- 
stitution’ during the tima that -it 
wns being drafted was not in ac- 
cord with good constitutional prac- 
tice. The present organisation -of 
the Government leaves .an extra- 
ordinary amount of freedom of. ac- 
tion to. the chairmen’ pf the dif- 
ferent yuan: and there hive. been 
some curious inatarices of divergent 
policies being followed by different 
departments, all claiming to repre- 
sent the Government. Mr, Hu’s gup- 
port of the proposal to borrow sil- 
ver from the United States of 
‘America at the same tine that Mr. 
T. V. Soong was condemning -the 


project ia a case in point. Grant-

The other point 
is that the preamble of the Jaw 
seems designed to mystify the peo- 
ple. It claims that the Conyention 
to which it is presented is the anme 
as the meeting of the people's re- 
presentatives which is «mentioned 
in the Last Will and Testament of 
the Founder as a major aim of the 
Revolution. It is however general: 
ly recognised that the. meeting wus 
fo end the period of tutelage and 
inaugurate the constitutional 
period: its business would be .to 
promulgate a permanent: Constitu- 
tion for the nation. The recent 
People's Convention was not the

D.... tho past month Jt has 
been my privilege to discuss 
with senior naval officcra of Flag 
rank and below, in the- engincer- 
ing. a3 well as In the executive 
branches, the merits of the Navy 
of. to-morrow that | havo been 
rash cnough to foreshadow. 


It is, of cqurse, understood that 
the number of ships of thé threa 
classes in our future Navy‘ forms 
no part of the argument. ‘Twenty- 
five battleships, 38 armoured 
eruisers, 112 small cruisers, 164 
small submarines, and other auxil.

Tlie discussion has been confin- 
ed, very properly, to the first 


principles of fighting which cach 


class of vessel embodies, and here 
I have been greatly encouraged 
to find a remarkable volume of 
support, and particularly on the 
desirability of a return to more 
conservative speeds, so an to ac- 
hleve an increase in fighting and 
resisting power, with a grent re- 
duction in the future cost of the 
Navy, an essential matter If the 
country iA to-be converted to a 
recovery of its maritime supre- 
macy as the safest and most ami- 
cable means of ensuring not only 
ita own pence and security, but 
the peace of the world.

In fairness, however, it must be 
admitted that a few distinguished 
officers, whose views rightly com- 
mand respect, maintain that high

Overlooking, with some impa- 
tience, the many examples of the 
failure: of speed to force action 
in the Jate war—Jutland, the East 
Coast raids, the Goeben, and other 
instances—they fasten on the 
Falkland Islands as the justifiea- 
tion for theit case., But, the Bat- 
tle of the Falkland Islands was en- 
tirely exceptional in the circum- 
stances which brought

eventual necessity of despatching
